‘AN ATTITUDE OF NEUTRALITY. 


Berlin, September 
“Adfairs Committee, the Foreign 
Minister (Here von Simons) disclosed that he had been urged to 
Collaborate with the Bolsheviks sgainet tha Western Powers and 
by the Treaty of Versailles. After 
mature reflection, be had rejected that course. In view 
“the defenceless state of the country, Germany would 
immediately become a theatre of war.” On the contrary, proposals 
ed been made toe Germans to make common cause with the 
Weatarn Powers against Russia. This. however, was also impassible 
and no Power at war wi:b Soviet Rassis need count on Germany's 
support. The statements that Germany had concluded a secret 
agreement with either Russia or Poland were absolutely falsa. All 
negotiations with Poland for the purpose of setthing frontier questions 
had been pablic but quite froitless. and a considarable amount of 
I-feeling bad been generated. ‘

DEFICIT. 


THE COMMISSION'S 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Government Gazette con- 
tains the following -— 


‘As the 1920-1921 Session at the 
University of Hongkong wi 
shortly be ‘opened. the Govern- 
ment considers it advisable to 
poblish s preliminary statement 
conceining the first report dated 
the 30th June, 1920, of the Com- 
mission which was recently 
appointed to enquire into the 
position and working ot the 
University. f 


With regard to the University’s 
present financial sitpation, the 
Commission found that at the 
close of the financial year ending 
on the 3ist August, 1929, there 
wanld ba a deficit for the year or 
Working Account of about $145,- 
000, and an accrued overdraft at 
the bank. of about $500,000 on 
Working and Captital Actconats 
combined, and an accrued dea-it 
of about $72,000 on an andow- 
ment Sinking Pund. 


The Commission, among its 
scommendations, strong 
Ty advises that the University 
should be cacried on in allt 
preae faculties .o2 Medi 

poet ing, aod Aris; th 
whould be carried on under con- 
Ajsions which make for efficiency 
and success; tat if itas to reach 
and keep a position worthy of the 
Colony and the Britiso Empire, 
and if it is to take its proper part 
inthe developments now in pro- 
gress in China, it must maintain 
x standard fully as bigh as, or 
higher than, in the past, and must 
expand soon and widely > thas, in 
particular, shere is urgent need 
of ineteased hospical facilisies in 
the Medical department, and bet- 
ter workshops in the Enginecring 
department, apd certain improve- 
‘uents recommended in the 
Educational and Comercial 
courses; that a Viee-Chanceller 
vught to b2 appointed as $007 Bs 
poasible ; and that the tostitat on 
should at once be placed o9 & 
business footing. 


With these views His Excellency 
the Governor in Council and the 
Unoficial Members of the 
Legislative Counciiare is accord, 
and the Government is in com- 
munication with the Secretary of 
Sate fur the Colonies regarding 
the necessary financial measures.

MUSIC IN ENGLAND. 


— 


NEW BRITISH MUSICAL , 
~ SOCIETY. 


Mr. Herbert W. Hor«ill writes: 
There are already hundreds © 
musical clubs and socioties in the; 
United Kingdom. That is the 
strongest reason for starting an- | 
other. The new British Music 
Society requires no farther justi- 
fication for its establishment than 
the need of some central organiza- 
{ tion to co-ordinate and unify the 
efforts of all these scattered 
groups. It has made an excellent 
pegioning. Mosicians ate pro- 
verbially a jestous and qoartel- 
some class, but the society is 
bringing them together into that 
metaphorical concord which 
‘seems so moch more dificutt to 
secure than the barmopy of the 
textbooks. The list of its sup 
porters inclodes many eminent 
names, both amateur and profes- 
sional. Arthur J. Balfour—s 
statesman whose devotion to the 
older composers, especially 
Hendel, is well known —appesrs 
as “patron.” aud the president 
of the society is Lord Howard de 
Wealden, with whom the operatic 
world acquainted under the name 
of “T. EL Ellis’ Lord Howard 
bas offered £5,000 towards the 
fonodation fand of £15,000, on 
condition that the remainder of 
this sam is raised before next 
New Year's Day. 
The success of a society of this 
type depends largely upon the 
enthusiasm, p2rseverence aod 
skill of its secretary. Tho British 
Music Society is fortunate in be- 
ng served in this capacity by Dr. 
A. Esglefield Holl, who bas al- 
ready proved himself an expert 
organizer. Numerous provincial 
centres have been establisted.

the general musical situation in 
the Enited Kingdom. The first 
topic handled was the technical 
subject of varieties of pitch. Col. 


Kneller Hall Army School 
Music, who presided on this 
oceasion, confessed that he ought 
to have appeared in 5& white 
sheet, for it was the British 
military bands that alone wain- 
tained the bad old high pitch 
which kept them isolated in a 
backwater. ‘Nothing but a check 
of immense dimensions could 
effect a reform. 


When the question of sltering 
the pitch of the British Army 
bands was first discussed the cost 
of the necessary change of in- 
stroments was estimated at 
£10,000, which would have to fall 
upon the regimental officers. To- 
day the cost would be far larger. 
aud the War Office has naturally 
replied that there could be no 
more inopportune moment for 
such aneppesl. An example of 
tha confusion that regulis at pre- 
sent was given to the Congress by 
Lord Shaftesbury, who ‘said that 
in Ireland be had bad to sing 
with an orchestra half 2 tone 
higher than the instrument which 
accompanied him in the second 
balf of tbe programme.
